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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show 
a light emitting diode covered by a resin package having a base portion 
covering the lead frame and an expansion portion having a curved face 
causing total reflection of the light emitted by the light emitting diode and a 
contraction portion located between the expansion portion and base portion 
in which the contraction portion has a lateral cross section smaller than a 
maximum lateral cross section of the base portion as per claim 1. The prior 
art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a light 
emitting diode covered by a resin package having an expansion portion 
having a curved face causing total reflection of the light emitted by the light 
emitting diode and a convex lens portion for concentrating the light and a 
diffusing part formed in a part of the convex lens portion as per claim 22.
